We-underftand chat accounts have been received of a 
sevolutionary fpirit having evinced itfelfin the populous 
empire of China. ‘The inhabitants of the hilly country, fi- 
tuated about 300 miles from Canton, have expreffed their 
difcontent at the old Emperor’s appointment of his fif- 
teenth fon to fucceed him on thethrone, and have infifted on 
the right of primogeniture, declaring that they will acknow- 
ledge none but the eldeft fon their future fovereign.— 


Some large bodies of troops have been fentto reduce the 


malcontents to obedience ; but the greatnefs of their num- 
bers, and the advantage of their fituation, have hitherto e-- 


nabled them to refilt, with fuceels. every effort. 

On Saturday fe’nnight fome ill difpofed perfon or per- 
fons threw feveral feditious hand-bills into.the main guard- 
room in Newcaitle, in order to induce the military to 
{werve from their duty and attachment to their king and 
Country, A reward is offered for the offenders. 

: A fimilar attempt was made at Chatham, a few days 
ince. 

Information was receivea in town on Monday of a frefh 
attempt having been lately made to create a defeétion in 
the Chefhire militia, by means of f{editious hand-bills, pri- 
vately diflributed at their habitations in the dead of the 
night.

defiaying the expenfe 5 but, as this happened only a fhort 
forethe civil wars, the fubfcription was not paid in | 


time 
the life-time of that monarch. When Cromwell was in 
Giafgow, he vilited the college, upon which eccafion, one 
of the profeflors turned up to. him the king’s fub{cription, 
& gavea modelt hine; thatthe payment of it would be ac- 
‘ceprable ; Cromwell immediately gave a draught for the! 
money. The fequel of this anecdote may probably be 
thought entertaining: Sometime afterward,one of the bailies 
of Perth who happened: to be ititroduced to Cromwell, in- 
formed him, that the king had fubfcribed a confiderable 
fum toward the expence of erefting fome public work in 
that town, &, with lefsmodefty tharhad been difplayed in’ 
the former inftance, he demanded payment of the money. 
Cromwell, however, obferving that the bunlding, for which: 
theking had fubfcribed, was not intended for a public fe-' 
minary, and probably fufpeéting, that another exertion of| 
generofity might fubje&t him to a number of demands of 
the fame nature, anfwered tly “« J am not Charies’ ex-\ 
ecutor.” The bailie, not intimidated by this anfwer, re- 
plied,“* Del cave, $e’re @ vitious txtrontitter wr’ his gutds, 
ear.’ But his reply had noeffe& upon Cromwell, who: 
fia not underftand Ye meaning of this phrafe, which is per-- 
culiar to the Scots law ; and it was lucky for the bailie, that 
it was fo unintelligible, otherwife he might have met with '
